This army is composed, principally, of the 
most intelligent,. respectable, and wealthy 
citizens of the: country; and of volunteers 
from Lonisiana nnd Alabama,—men who 
have taken up arms from principle, from n 
4 sense of duty, and from the purest motives 
of patriotism and philanthropy. ‘They have 
bravely sustained the rights of ‘Texas, and 
the caase of Mexican liberty, and patiently 


‘borne the exposure and fatigue of a winter’s | : 
campaign during the most inclement, wet, 


and cold spell of weather known in this 
country for many years. The.mnost of thom, 
. are’men of families, whose loss would have 
made a fearful yoid in our thin community. 


They might have been precipitated upon| 


the fortifications of Bejar, which were de- 
fended by seven or-eight hundred men, and 
a number. of cannon, and taken the place by 
storm, ngainst superior numbers; and- Te- 
xas might, and in all probability would, have 
been covered with mourning in the honr of 
victory. On consultation with tho oflicers 
in councils of war, it was deemed most pru- 
dent not to hazard so much in the com- 
mencement of the contest, when a disaster 
would have been so materially injurious; 
and the system -was adopted, of wasting 
away the resources, and spirits, and num- 
bers of the enemy by a siege, the ultimate 
success of which appeared to be certain, 
without any serious hazard on our part. 
That the fall of Bejar within a short time, 
and with a very little loss, vill be the result, 
J have no doubt. 

. X consider the volunteer army to be the 
main hope of Texas at this time, and until 
a regular army can be organized; and I re- 

` commend that it be sustained and provided 
for in the most effectual and eflicient man- 
ner. 


deem it to be my duty to recommend to the 
consideration of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, the situation of the inhabitants of 
Bejar and Goliad. The necessary and in- 
. dispensible operytions of the war, hage com- 
pelled the army to make use of à consider- 
able amount of their property, particularly 
corn and beef cattle. So soon as secant 
stances will permit, I respectfully recom- 
mend, that some system be adopted to as- 
certain the"amount of property thus wsed, 
and to provide for a just compensation. This
